It is hard for many Americans to understand 
why German trade competition should be so feared 
by other nations. German industry is admittedly 
suffering from big handicaps. 
It is short of 
raw material, its equipment is below the ante­ 
bellum standard and the number of workers and 
the productive power per worker are undoubtedly 
lowered. How, then, can Germany hope to pro­ 
duce manufactured goods in such quantities and 
at such cost that she can undersell her recent ene­ 
mies in the worlds markets? 
An American correspondent writes as follows: 
“Germany has one great advantage over her in­ 
dustrial and commercial rivals—her workers, from 
the unskilled artisan to the highest grade tech­ 
nical expert, are not fighting, to retain the “new 
high standard,of ¿ving\" 
Everybody knows how it is in this country. 
The American workman’s living standard before 
the war was higher than Germany’s. During the

Suits of one 
kind and another have been pending in a number 
of the Tennessee courts ever since last August, 
when Governor Roberts officially informed Sec­ 
retary of State Colby at Washington, that the 
Volunteer state was the 36th to endorse the wom­ 
an’s suffrage amendment to the federal constitu-

Colby took 
Governor Roberts’ notification in good faith and 
accordingly two days afterwards proclaimed the 
19th Amendment as a part of the organic law of 
the land.

Washington against the protest of some, but on 
the advice of the state Attorney General who in 
turn had been advised by Chief Justice Lunaden 
to tell the Governor to go ahead with his famous

trade. 
Plan Far East Expansion. 
Establishment of American whole­ 
sale houses throughout the entire Far 
East is one of the plans which the 
Deportment of Commerce has under 
consideration for recommendation to 
American 
manufacturers. 
With i 
chain of American wholesale houses 
each staffed with salesmen to cover 
their districts, American 
producers 
will be prepared to me‘et the competi­ 
tion of the British, the French and 
the Belgians, who are now getting e 
large slice of the Oriental trade, ac 
cording to the experts of the Depart 
ment of Commerce. Chains of whole­ 
sale 
houses through**’’* the 
entire 
wor'd may be expected to follow *he 
establishment uf such houses in the 
Orient, it is stated. 
For the purpose of creating a fight­ 
ing 
front for American commere\ 
Secretary Hoover is now holding nu­ 
merous conferences 
with the repre­ 
sentatives of vaious Industries, and 
it is expected that with the proper 
co-operation between Government and 
industry the next year 
many see a 
grand offensive for expansion of the 
foreign trade of the United States. 
“Seek “Fighting Front.”

Three Williams Boys Still Are 
Numbered Among the 
Missing 4

MONTICELLO, GA., April 12.-T he 
Jasper county grand jury, with a rec­ 
ord of having indicted John Williams, 
bis three sons, Marvin, Huland 
and 
Leroy, and Clyde Manning, the ne­ 
gro executioner, for murder, is 
not 
through. 
It was announced today that 
in­ 
vestigations of supposed murders will 
be continued today and it was 
con­ 
fidently expected further indictments 
would be found. 
Fourteen 
murders 
now have been laid at the door of the

i * l,a m '* ^ ,J o h n S. 
Williams is charged
